5980 does not start 
until 0600, and it better not now! adjacent WRMI NHK on 5985. 6030 is 
buried in jamming, really on 7355 instead of 5980, and also 7435, both 
VG with midnight music hour (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) see TURKEY 


xx CUBA. 13620 & 13860, March 20 at 1401, RHC S1 JBA as leapfrog 
mixing products of 13700 & 13780, another 80 kHz beyond in both 
direxions; while no plain ole FMish spurblobs at all are emanating out 
of 13700. 


By 1403, 13780 has dropped to dead air at S9+30 while 13700 is still 
modulating S9+40, reducing what little audio croak out of the ‘frogs.

13620, March 22 at 1501, JBA carrier, the RHC leapfrog 
mixing product of 13780 dead air over modulated 13700 another 80 kHz 
below. 13780 carrier remains on after 1504* of 13700, so 13620 then no 
longer exists.

xx CUBA. 13700, Sunday March 22 at 1503, bonus frequency for weekly 
RHC Esperanto, starting late, but chopped off the air at 1504* while 
continues on 11760 and stronger but distorted 15140.

13764, 13636, 13572, 13828 approx., March 25 at 1440, they're 
back! After quite a break, the extremely distorted FMish spurblobs out 
of 13700 RHC transmitter.

Meanwhile, 13780 is off already. Something’s always wrong at RHC

15730, March 26 at 0014, RHC in French is S$9+10 and 
distorted; 5040, March 26 at 0014, RHC in Kriyol is S9+30, distorted 
and hummy as usual on this frequency. Kelka shows twojure mowvay a RHC

xk ITALY [non]. 7295, March 23 circa 1845, end of the detestable Steve 
Bannon’s ‘War Room Pandemic’ via IRRS, expecting a second hour which 
is not aired here; music fill until 1859 IRRS ID explaining that its 
transmissions are in ‘‘compatible USB**, so best reception by USB 
tuning. This is NOT the case via current Romania (or Bulgaria?), but 
may have been years ago when they were really out of Milano! 


The only reason now to choose USB or LSB on these full DSB/AM 
transmissions is to avoid adjacent channel interference from the 
opposite side; of which there is plenty. All this via UTwente SDR. 
Even 7290 has splatter from 7280 - Vietnam listed, not 7285, as IRRS 
immediately jumped down to 7290 at 1900 for WORLD OF RADIO this 
Monday, socially distant 5 kHz from 7295 CRI Urumqi, East Turkistan, 
land of brainwashing Uighurs.

UT hour earlier. Registered to jump from 7295 to 7290 at 1800,

The only reason Radio Rebelde is on 710 is to block *‘wacky’* WAQTI, 
Miami; main one is 200 kW but there are 6 more across The Greatest 
Violator of Human Rights of the Antilles, ranging from 1 to 50 kW. It 
seems quite likely one of those is off-frequency; from a transmitter 
with exact 1-kHz step tuning. Or almost, earing the het compared to 
720 WGN, this one seems slightly on the plus side tonight. Overall, 
not as outstronging as last night. 


BTW, as I was monitoring this, there was a burst of RF noise at 0052 
--- sure enough, it’s my nearest street light igniting, horizon almost 
clear at sunset 0048 UT. Usually I notice when tuning on SW; quite 
wideband. Fortunately it diminishes as the light brightens (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA carrier search, starting at 0029 UT 
March 26, 19 minutes before LSS: 1215, 1044, 936, 909, 774, 711 q.v., 
549; by 0043 also 891.
